rote with them on all election cantasts. 
The Popnlists reftued to. entertain any 
oC these propoeitioas for the reason 
that, as the Democrats controlled the 
senate, the thing they most desired, the 
passage of tb^ buls tbroiigh both 
Drancnes of the legislature, Bepublic- 
•ns conld not give them. 

The Democrats offered the speaker- 
ship to the Popnlists, th% other officers 
to be divided between the two parties, 
«nd to pass certain measures in wbic)i 
the PopuUsliS Mw interested through 
bathhouses. In Mtnm the Popnlista 
agreed to stand by the Democrats on all 
political questions and the senatonbip. 

When tne house met yesterday after- 
noon tiie assembly hall waa paclced to 
■nlfocation. Every Democrat but the 
dck member, Davidson, was present; 
also all the Republicans and the Popa* 
lists. 

Watklns, the Ponulist, who-had been 

Jut in by the uepubUoan minority 
[onday as ten^ranr speaker, occupied 
the chair. The Kepnblicans knew 
something was going to happen, but 
did not know exactly what. Monteith, 
Republican, immediately moved to ad- 
journ until 9 p. m. This was done to 
test the strength of the Democrats and 
also because the certifleate of JLeech, 
the Republican contestant from Cho- 
tean county, was supposed to be on its 
way here and would arrive about 7 p. 
xa. The motion to adjourn was voted 
down by a vote of 9S for and 2 
against, tho Populists voting with the 
I^mocrats. 

Then the Republicans beoan all sorts 
of dilatory tactics, but finally a motion 
to proceed to the pei-manent organisa- 
tion was carried. Democrats nomin- 
ated Matthews for speaker and Repub* 
licans Lockey. The vote stood 29 for 
Matthews and 84 for Lockey. All the 
Populists and one Republican v4ted 
with the Democrats. For chief clerk 
the Democ-ratic caucus nominee was 
elected. Then the house adjoiirued.

VncNNA. ,Tan. 4.- The authorities at 
Warsaw are excited over the spread of 
brigandaga in Ilnssinn Poland. Tiie 
province of Radcm, adjoining Russian 
Qalicifiu has recently been infested by a 
band of twenty brigands, led by a no- 
torious robber chief named Julian 
Vcrrte. 

These robbers grew so bold that they 
att)>cke<l the residence of a wealthy 
lanil owner named Vetchkorovitch, 
who had refused to i>fly tlieni black- 
mail. They slaughtered the livestock 
found on the place, and aftor plunder- 
ing the house, set it on fire. 

N'^etchkorovitch himself pucceeded in 
e.'!caping from the house and took ref- 
uge on the roof of a stable, where he 
remained unnoticed by the robbers, 
who did not set fire "to the stable. 
Vettdikorovitch was ba<l]y btirned in 
getting away from hin house, and suf- 
fered gi-eatly whil(> in conceahneut. 

Some of Ids enii)lnyrr, carried word of 
the outrage to the anthoritie.'*, and on 
tlie following day a force of tro( .|is w i 'it 
in pursuit of the brigands, who ni:i(l.' 
Blow progress on account of being loail- 
ed with plunder. The troops overlook 
the robbers in a forest when a sharii 
fight occurred. Tho robbers madi' a 
fierce re^■istanco and wonnded several of 
the .«ol(li('rs. but the bandits were at 
length sub.iu' .1 ■,:vA taken prisoners. 

'J he troops then made their way to 
the alxxlo of Voyte, the robber leailrr. 
There tlii'y found a largo (juantity (jf 
stolen wcaltli, tii > jilace being fitted up 
hi a rich and ]>rofu.''e stylo. In the cel- 
lar of ^'oy^■'s lious> a pea.'^nnt wa.s 
fotind whom the robl.or chief waa hiO ' 
ing for ransom. 

Another band of sir.to'ii ina.s'.ied la ' ; 
ands attacked the mansion of Earo.i 
Khovolrh near Ah'xandrovo, at)out 
si-vtv miles west of Warsaw. A sevi'Vf 
conflict ensued, the baron, aided by Ins 
servants, and by peasants from the es- 
tati making a brave re.sistanci' to the 
banditti. Several perf.ons were wounded 
on each side, liut the bandits were at 
length reiml.st ti.

UMBRIA AND THE GALLIA. 



Why tlM l4rttm IMd Mo» Assist the 
Former Taaaal. 

LoKDON, Jan. 4.— The Cunard com- 
pany have issued an official statement 
of the Gallia-Umbria incident. In this 
statement Captain Fergus' -n, of the 
Gallia, says that when hia steamer ap- 
proached the Umbria he saw a steamer 
Ij-ing in proximity to her, but blowing 
oflf steam. The Umbria w.ns lying like 
a duck in the water and formi-il a i)i r- 
fect picture of si curity, while the Gullia 
WHS rolling lieavily. 

On reading the. signal "Shaft bro]:en," 
Cajitain Ferguson con.snltcd with his 
chief engiiiciT. Tl-.e latter ufliccr know- 
ing of the appliances <in boanl tho L'ni- 
bria and being iiiliniat<dy actiuaiiili;! 
with ('hirf Juigineer Tonilinson, as was 
also C'ajitain Fergn.son himself, the lat- 
ter having sailed with I'hief Toiidinson 
in the Meuiierraneaii .service, was satis- 
fied fr(jm the next signal "Kt ady to pro- 
ceed tomorrow" that She Umbria Wiis 
in no danger whatever, and that there 
were some weeks more provisions aboard 
for all tho passengers and crew. 

Captain Ferguson, the rt'port contin- 
ued, had to consider his own prwition. 
With the prosjject of easterly weatln r 
leaving him an insufik-ient iiutrgin in 
his coal supply, should he, it asks, ex- 
pend a considerable portion of his 
fuel in standing by the Umbria, for one 
and possibly two days ? 

Continuing, the report says: Captain 
Ferguson remixed that the Umbria had 
been broken down singe the pfevioos 
Friday, yet had not about her a sem- 
blance of damage; that she was in the 
route of all steamers passing to and 
fro, and that the weather, although un- 
fit at the moment for the transfer pas- 
sengers without great risk, showed 
signs of moderating, and he therefore 
decided it was his duty to proceed and 
inform all westbound vessels that he 
met of the position of tho Umbria. He 

X ailed to a steamer within ten hours 
r he left the Umbria that the latter 
vessel was disabled and gave her the 
Umbria's longitude and latitude. 

Captain Ferguson's precisence in re- 
gard to bad weather coming out of the 
east was justified. When tho Gallia 
was vdthin 800 or 400 miles of the Irish 
coast she encountered a heavy gale 
from the eastward, accompanied with a 
high head sea. This gale delayed her 
twenty hours in reaching Queenstown.

TEE HOLIDAY RECESS ENDED. 

Three Very Important mil* Pending la 
the ■enate but Waither wniBeAatetl 

on Till* Wi f-K TUf FortlflrlitiM Appn* 
tion Bill aiay Fata the Uoaaa. 

WASHmoTOir, Jan. 4.— The senators 
and representatives who go home dur- 
ing the holiday recess rarely hasten 
their return to the Capitol, so there is 
likely to be a small attendance in both 
houses today when congress meets again 
and the seats will probably not be filled 
before next week. 

In the senate there are indicattoos of 
a struggle for place between the anti- 
optirnis bill, the bill for the repeal of 
the purchaae of sUtst act and the qnar* 
antiiie and immigration suspension 
bins. The first bnnness in order will 
be the McGNorahaa bill, which comaa 
up by unanimous consent, in the morn- 
ing nonr.
